NEW BYPASS PLEA

Factory extension plans are deferred

THE beginning of the regular 
transportation of huge wind farm 
parts along the A483 road has 
prompted fresh calls for a by¬ 
pass to be built around Pant and 
Llanymynech. 

The new plea has come from res¬ 
idents who waited in the streets of 
the two villages on Monday to catch 
a glimpse of the first convoy to trans¬ 
port wind turbine parts to the Tirg- 
wynt wind farm between Carno and 
Cefn Coch in Mid Wales. 

The convoy also made its way past 
Oswestry and through Welshpool, includ¬ 
ing its town centre, before arriving at the 
wind farm site. The convoys are expected to 
travel through the area between 11am and 
2.30pm, six-days-a-week, until the middle 
of September. Bosses at energy firm Awel 
Newydd Cyf - developers of Tirgwynt wind- 
farm - said the first convoy ran smoothly. 

However, the lorry, with a police escort 
in tow, made its way through Shropshire 
and Powys two hours later than expected 
because of slow passing traffic in Cheshire, 
which impacted on the delivery drivers’ 
break in Wrexham. 

Decades 

Pant and Llanymynech parish council¬ 
lor Terry Mason said residents from both 
villages had been crying out for a bypass 
to run around the villages for more than 
three decades. 

He said: “I’m worried about the next few 
months ahead. I’ve lived here for 39 years 
now and the road has become worse during 
that time and I wonder what effect these 
deliveries will have, especially if they’re 
happening six days a week. 

“We’ve been trying to get a bypass here 
for 30-odd years now and I do think that 
would help.” 

Dilys Gaskill, chairman of Llanymynech 
and Pant Parish Council, said: “If we had a 
bypass, like they do in Nesscliffe, the con¬ 
voys would be sailing down the road with 
no problems at all. The convoys are being 
managed effectively by the police but they 
are still very disruptive to our daily lives.” 

Pant resident Sharon Maddocks, 45, also 
said she believed a bypass for Pant and Lla¬ 
nymynech would alleviate the strain on the 
villages’ roads and motorists during the de¬ 
livery period. 

She said: “I’m not against renewable 
energy at all. In fact I grew up near to 
Ironbridge Power Station so I’ve seen the 
pollution from that, so wind turbines are 
a much better, less polluted way for us to 
produce our power. 

“But I do feel these convoys would run 
smoother with a bypass between Pant and 
Llanymynech. 

“It would be better for everyone with 
one.”

PROPOSALS to extend wood panel manufac¬ 
turer Kronospan’s base in Chirk near Oswestry 
have been deferred by planners, subject to an as¬ 
sessment of the cumulative effect of “plumes of 
dust” and “loud noise” coming from the factory 
on the local community. 

Residents have complained for decades about 
dust from the factory that makes MDF prod¬ 
ucts and earlier this month schoolchildren were 
unable to play outside because of fears about 
emissions from the factory. 

A Wrexham Council planning meeting on 
Monday was told Kronospan was making the 
application for an extension to house a new 
melamine facing press, together with plans for 
another noise survey at the site, to demonstrate 
that improvements have been made, as required 
by the firm’s operating permit. 


And the meeting heard that the application 
should be heard “on its own merits”, that the 
new building fitted neatly into the existing 
premises and there had been no objections to 
the visual impact of it from the World Heritage 
Site steering committee or Welsh environment 
group CADW. 

But Councillor Ian Roberts called for a defer¬ 
ment before any decision could be made on the 
application and Wrexham Council voted to defer 
the application by 11 votes to five at its meeting 
on Monday evening. 

Councillor Roberts said: “You could argue 
against this extension for a number of reasons. 

“We are continually being subjected to noise, 
dust and the visual impact of the building itself. 

“Children are breathing this in. 

“It’s time we got some control on it. I do feel 


that it is time that they got their act together - 
this has gone on for 40 odd years. 

“It is a blue-chip company that owns around 
30 factories across the world. 

“I’m asking you to put pressure on to defer 
this one; tell them to go back and get their house 
in order before other planning applications are 
put in.” 

There have already been recent moves to 
install environmental dust monitors to keep a 
check on emissions from the factory. 

Chirk Environmental Liaison Committee has 
won a promise that four dust monitors will be 
sited across the town to assess air quality in the 
area close to the manufacturer. 

The monitors will be checked every fortnight 
at an independent laboratory.

TWENTY jobs will be created at a pro¬ 
duction centre as part of an expansion 
by a global engineering business based in 
Welshpool. 

Dynacast, a specialist in precision en¬ 
gineering, die casting and metal injection 
moulding, has moved into a new 530 me¬ 
tre-squared facility alongside its existing 
headquarters and production site at Of- 
fa’s Dyke Business Park on the outskirts 
of Welshpool. 

It appointed Mid Wales-based archi¬ 
tectural and property design practice 
Hughes Architects to design the new 
facility, which will allow it to expand its 
production. It already employs 90 people 
in Welshpool. 

Dynacast works with customers 
throughout the world creating precision 
engineered components and has facilities 
throughout the US, Europe and Asia. 

Mike Brettell, managing director of 
Dynacast, said: “We’re undergoing growth 
globally and we needed more production 
space at our Welshpool headquarters.” 

The company is currently moving pro¬ 
duction equipment into the new centre. 

Richard Lewis, an architect at Hughes 
Architects which has offices at Newtown, 
Welshpool and Aberystwyth, said: “Dyn¬ 
acast UK came to us with a brief to create 
a modern facility that would allow the 
business a flexible approach to its expand¬ 
ing operations.”

TRAGEDY 

Backpacker Harry’s 
death ‘accidental’ 


THE death of backpacker Harry Greaves, 
who was found dead after not returning 
from a solo three-day hike in the Peruvi¬ 
an Andes, was an accident, an inquest has 
concluded. 

Shropshire coroner John Ellery heard 
Harry, formerly of Bronygarth, near 
Oswestry, died of multiple injuries and 
was found at the bottom of a 40-metre 
cliff on April 19. During the hearing in 
Shrewsbury on Tuesday, Harry’s father 
Simon Greaves read out a touching eu¬ 
logy about his son, describing him as an 
“inspiration”.

ANOTHER supermarket giant is 
coming to Welshpool - bringing 
with it 40 jobs - after plans were 
given the green light by the local 
authority. 

Budget food chain Aldi will open 
up in Mill Lane, next to the Smith- 
field Bell pub - and just yards away 
from the town’s Tesco store - after 
planning permission was granted by 
Powys County Council. 

Mayor of Welshpool Councillor Steve 
Kaye said the addition of the German su¬ 
permarket chain was a “huge plus” for the 
town, residents and visitors. 

He said: “It’s fantastic that a big firm like 
Aldi want to come to Welshpool but it’s no 
surprise really what with Greggs opening 
up earlier this year, and B&M coming to 
town. 

“They’re a big firm that people recognise, 
residents and people who come on holiday 
here will trust Aldi, so will shop there. 

“On the whole Welshpool is doing well, 
Aldi will bring with it 40 new jobs, and as 
well as that the town centre is thriving with 
only one empty shop. 

“It’s good news.” 

Ahead of the plans being given the go- 
ahead, Welshpool Town Council’s planning, 
development and environment committee 
voted unanimously to back the plans after 
hearing the views of members of the public 
and receiving a presentation from the su¬ 
permarket company. 

Councillor Kaye praised the firm for the 
standard of the presentation. 

“Fair play I can’t fault them, they gave 
a wonderful presentation and adhered to 
what the community wanted, for a big firm 
like that to listen is fantastic,” he said. 

“I felt as though Aldi were a part of the 
community before the store’s even here.” 

Councillor Graham Breeze also agreed an 
Aldi store was good news for the town. 

He said: “Judging by the response on so¬ 
cial media sites there is a genuine demand 
for Aldi in the area and whether you choose 
to shop there or not the opening can only 
be good for the town, with more people at¬ 
tracted in and more employment opportu¬ 
nities. 

“The arrival reflects the general feel good 
atmosphere in Welshpool.” 

Aldi said it was hoping to start building 
the new store from this autumn with the 
shop opening in the spring of next year. 


AMATEUR bakers will be given the chance 
to take part in Shropshire’s answer to the 
Great British Bake Off.

The three finalists in this competition 
will be chosen by a local judging panel be¬ 
fore going forward to compete in a filmed 
bake-off on September 9 at North Shrop¬ 
shire College, as part of Oswestry’s Herit¬ 


age Open Days programme. The cakes will 
be displayed and judged the following day 
at Oswestry Castle Bank and the winner 
will be presented with a specially designed 
Oswestry Heritage Bake-Off trophy by the 
Town Mayor, Councillor Paul Milner. 

Organiser, Kate Clarke, said: “The final 
film will be shot at North Shropshire Col¬ 
lege and produced and edited by Joey Ed¬ 
wards of Filmage. It will be premiered at 
Oswestry’s Kinokulture cinema at the end 
of November. 

“The premiere of Oswestry Heritage 
Bake-Off will have the red carpet treat¬ 
ment and it will be interesting to see local 
people’s take on the Great British Bake Off. 


“We know that people have been holding 
bake-offs around the country for years but 
we are not sure if any community has gone 
as far as this and decided to make a film 
out of it. 

“The film will link in nicely with Oswestry 
Food Fair which was held recently and with 
Oswestry Country Market.

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Measles alert 
is linked to 
music festival 

A MEASLES outbreak has been 
linked to a festival held in Mid Wales. 

Public Health Wales has urged 
people to be “rash aware” after two 
people who attended the Llanfyllin 
Workhouse festival earlier this month 
contracted the illness. 

Health bosses say crowded places 
such as festivals are perfect environ¬ 
ments for infectious diseases to circu¬ 
late. 

They say measles can cause compli¬ 
cation and can prove fatal. 

Dr Christopher Johnson, of Public 
Health Wales, said: “We know both 
these cases attended the festival and 
are therefore asking anyone else who 
attended to be aware of the symptoms 
of measles.” 

He said people should phone their 
GP or local hospital before attending 
if they, or their child, have a rash-like 
illness. 

Dr Johnson said: “Those with 
symptoms are asked not to socialise 
with children, or other vulnerable in¬ 
dividuals including infants, pregnant 
women, and those with a weakened 
immune system for around 10 days 
after symptoms start.” 

Symptoms include a fever, cough, 
red eyes, and blocked nose and feel 
generally unwell. 

A blotchy rash appears a few days 
later beginning on the face and 
spreading downwards to the rest of 
the body over several days. 

Council website 
is given praise 

A COUNCIL website has been cited 
for good practice in a national report. 

The Better Connected annual re¬ 
port evaluates all council websites 
across the UK. 

Reviews are based on a website’s 
performance across a number of de¬ 
vices, including a smartphone, re¬ 
flecting the fact that nearly half of 
all visits to council websites are now 
made from mobile devices. 

The report looks at what people can 
do on the site, whether that’s finding 
out your bin collection day, getting a 
blue badge, or reporting a problem. 

Councillor Rosemarie Harris, the 
portfolio holder for Powys County 
Council’s customer services, said “We 
are really encouraged that the huge 
effort that has been put in in recent 
years to improve our website, its con¬ 
tent and the way it displays on smart¬ 
phones has paid off.” 


Town library's long term 
future looking brighter

THE future of Oswestry Library is 
looking brighter after Shropshire 
Council revealed that its hours 
are set to be cut by just eight a 
week. 

Mayor of Oswestry, Councillor 
Paul Milner, has welcomed the news. 
He said he feared deeper cuts would 
have been made and those could have 
threatened the viability of the library. 

After a review of opening hours for li¬ 
braries across the county the unitary au¬ 
thority has suggested Oswestry should now 
open at 9.30am, later than at present, and 
also lose its Saturday afternoon opening. 

The changes are likely to save about 
£9,000 a year. 

It means less flexibility for people using 
the library in Arthur Street. 

But it also protects services at a time 
when services across Shropshire are under 
threat because of cash cuts by Shropshire 
Council. 

The library, which regularly holds read¬ 
ing sessions for schoolchildren, also houses 
Oswestry’s community service point. 

Councillor Milner said: “It is always dis¬ 
appointing to hear of any cuts in local ser¬ 
vices but this is certainly better than the 
threat of closure. 

“This is an essential service, widely used 
and for so many different reasons. 

“We all understand the funding pres¬ 
sures that Shropshire Council is facing and 
assurances about the future and security of 
Oswestry Library, with some adjustments, 
will be met with a sigh of relief.” 

Oswestry Town Council recently indi¬ 
cated that it would not be taking on the 
running of the closure threatened library. 

It had been told that to take over the li¬ 
brary and the town’s leisure centre, which 
has also been under threat of closure, it 
would have to increase its council tax bills 
by 260 per cent. 

The town council is however considering 
becoming involved in taking on the town’s 
open spaces and the delivery of youth ser¬ 
vices. 

Shropshire council looked at visitor num¬ 
bers to all libraries in Shropshire and said 
the changes were being make after an anal¬ 
ysis of visitor numbers in order to identify 
the quietest periods. Similar cuts are being 
made at libraries across the county as the 
county council looks to end its role of run¬ 
ning the book-lending service. 


DEMONSTRATORS were out in 
force to voice their concerns over 
the possibility of council cuts to ser¬ 
vices and leisure facilities. 

Shrewsbury and North Shrop¬ 
shire Green Party organised a 
demonstration outside Shirehall, 
Shrewsbury, last week to demand 
some straight answers from the 
Conservative-led council. 

The demonstration came just be¬ 
fore the monthly full council meet¬ 
ing. 

Members of the Green Party 
asked members questions on a range 
of issues they say the public are con¬ 
cerned about, including threats to 


public health services, library cuts, 
councillor paid allowances, poor air 
quality, loss of green spaces, and the 
state of Shrewsbury’s bus station. 

Duncan Kerr, Green Party coun¬ 
cillor for Oswestry South, said: 
“We’ve had many local people con¬ 
tact us to ask how they can stand up 
for their communities and fight the 
threatened cuts to swimming pools, 
parks, libraries, buses and youth 
services. 

“They are angry that Shropshire 
councillors have driven our coun¬ 
cil to the edge of a financial cliff 
by their dogmatic belief in cutting 
council tax. 


“This policy may have benefitted 
the wealthy but it is now hitting us 
all as the council has some £16m 
less to provide essential services like 
those to the elderly and vulnerable 
children. 

“I posed a number of questions 
during the meeting challenging 
councillors to cut their own allow¬ 
ances, not services, and to apologise 
to Shropshire people for the waste 
of public money on vanity projects 
like ip&e. 

“There is a fairer and better way 
of running our council and we will 
be out on the streets explaining this 
to people over the next few months.” 


NEWS IN BRIEF 

New building is 
target for arson 

ARSONISTS have attacked a commu¬ 
nity building just three weeks after 
renovation work was completed. 

Wooden panelling on the side of 
Gatacre Pavilion in Oswestry was set 
on fire by vandals in an early hours 
attack. 

The fire, thought to have been lit on 
July 19, caused only a small amount 
of damage. 

The pavilion has been taken over 
by the Cae Glas Cricket Club which 
successfully applied for grants for a 
£189,395 rebuild to create a centre for 
the local community. 

Janet Marsden, vice chairman of 
the cricket club, said: “A lot of peo¬ 
ple have worked very hard to obtain 
grants, to donate materials and time 
to the project yet three weeks after 
we officially opened the building some 
one has tried to set fire to it.” 

Bridge closes to 
allow repair work 

MOTORISTS are being warned Lla- 
ndrinio Bridge will remain closed for 
eight weeks for essential repair works. 

The work began last week and 
will cost approximately £100,000. 
The bridge, which is on the B4393, 
is closed from 8.30am to 6pm Mon¬ 
day to Fridays but will re-open in the 
evenings and at weekends with the 
present weight and width restrictions 
continuing. 

A weight and width restriction has 
been in place since December after the 
structure was damaged during severe 
flooding. 

Once the repair works are com¬ 
pleted, the weight and width restric¬ 
tions will be lifted and the bridge will 
be reopened to all traffic. 

Dead man may 
have Wirral link 

A MAN whose body was found at the 
foot of Chirk Aqueduct may be from 
the Wirral. 

The body was found on Wednesday 
night last week. He was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

Merseyside Police are investigating 
the disappearance of Russell Beck, 51, 
from Port Sunlight. 

Officers from the Wirral had been 
liaising with North Wales Police and 
have been making extensive enquir¬ 
ies following the disappearance of Mr 
Beck on Tuesday last week.

Environmental equipment 
set to monitor emissions

ENVIRONMENTAL dust monitors will go up in a town to monitor 
emissions from a factory. 

Chirk Environmental Liasion Committee has won a promise that four dust 
monitors will be installed across the town to assess air quality in the area close 
to wood panel manufacturer Kronospan. 

The monitors will be checked every fortnight at an independent laboratory. 

Residents have complained for decades about the dust from the Kronospan factory. 
Earlier this month children from Chirk Primary School were unable to play outside over 

- worries about emissions. 

A spokeswoman for Kronospan said that 
the company did not want to comment, and 
it is not yet known where the monitors will 
be placed around the town. 

Councillor David Kelly of Wrexham 
County Borough Council said: “The liaison 
committee agreed to the initial monitoring 
proposal in principle. 

“As a result relevant partners, including 
Wrexham County Borough Council, Nat¬ 
ural Resource Wales and Public Health 
Wales, are currently finalising the detail 
of the air quality monitoring protocol. This 
will be ratified by Chirk Environmental Li¬ 
aison Committee.” 

Jackie Allen, chairman of Chirk Town 
Council, said Kronospan was making a con¬ 
certed effort to make improvements includ¬ 
ing the creation of underground dust silos 
to reduce the impact of emissions. 

“The work going on at the site will hope¬ 
fully make a tremendous amount of differ¬ 
ence to the dust problems.” 

Councillors Terry Evans and Ian Roberts 
from Wrexham County Borough Council 
have been working for many years to get 
environmental improvements. 

“You only have to see the dust to know 
that there is a problem,” Councillor Evans 
said. 


Consultation 
on schools 

CONSULTATION over the future of pri¬ 
mary schools in Welshpool begins in Sep¬ 
tember. 

A £13 million superschool and a new 
Welsh medium school could be the result 
of the shake-up. Powys County Council 
agreed proposals to establish two new 
schools as part of a review of the town’s 
existing infant, junior and primary schools. 

If the vision goes ahead four schools, 
Maesydre, and the nursery and infant 
schools of Gungrog, Ardwyn and Oldford, 
will close. 

They will make way for a new, 420-pupil 
English language school on a site near 
Welshpool High School and a 120-pupil 
Welsh medium school on the current Ysgol 
Maesydre site. 

The consultation work which will run 
during September and October will include 
a public meeting at the town’s high school 
on September 20.

Online order 
plans for 
school meals 

PARENTS will be able to order their child’s 
school dinner online under new plans from 
Shropshire Council. 

The authority is inviting companies to 
bid for a tender to provide an online pay¬ 
ment and ordering system for school din¬ 
ners. The contract is worth a potential 
£300,000 and the system would be used by 
Shire Services, the council’s main meals 
provider for primary and secondary schools 
in Shropshire. 

A document inviting bids for the contract 
states that it wants “an online payment 
system which facilitates the collection of 
school dinner money and allows parents or 
pupils to pre-order their choice of meal in 
advance of consumption.” 

It adds: “This system will be rolled out 
in primary schools across the region in 
phases. Shire Services currently operate in 
Shropshire, Worcestershire, Herefordshire, 
Cheshire and the West Midlands providing 
school meals to nearly 140 schools and 
26,000 pupils. 

“This system forms part of a wider pro¬ 
ject within Shire Services looking at mod¬ 
ernising the service and existing processes 
as part of our commitment to continually 
improving the experience of our service 
users.” 

Shire Services provides around 17,000 
meals a day in Shropshire, and a further 
8,000 in neighbouring counties. 

Parents can currently pay for meals on¬ 
line with Telford & Wrekin Council. 


why Gibbons had stolen the two bottles of 
wine and breached the suspended sentence 
order. He said it was especially disappoint¬ 
ing as Gibbons had done well on a drug re¬ 
habilitation programme and had completed 
the 120 hours work imposed for the robbery 
incident. 

For the theft of two bottles of wine worth 
£13.99 from the One Stop Shop in Cabin 
Lane, Gibbons was fined £35 with £65 costs. 

Recorder Nicholls said that Gibbons 
must also now be involved in a thinking 
skills programme as part of her continued 
supervision. 

The court heard that Gibbons was ar¬ 
rested on April 22 after police were alerted 
when she refused to return to the shop. 

Later she told police she had been “very 
drunk” and had intended paying for the 
wine, but only had £7 in cash. 

After leaving the shop without paying 
she went to a friend’s house, but did not 
drink the wine. Gibbons, of Sandringham 
Avenue, Oswestry, remains subject to the 
16-month suspended prison term imposed 
in December last year for offences of con¬ 
spiracy to steal and intending to pervert the 
course of justice. 

In July, 2014, Gibbons had been assistant 
manager at The Highwayman pub and had 
faked a robbery on her last day at work. 

She had swapped her shift so she would 
be trusted to take more than £5,000 to the 
bank, but she called police claiming she had 
been robbed. 

Later she told police it was a set-up and 
it emerged the person who took the money 
was her drug dealer. 

In February this year Gibbons was 
caught taking drugs into the premises 
where she was attending a residential com¬ 
munity programme. 

The court heard she was no longer wel¬ 
come and was asked to leave over the drugs 
issue. Gibbons had been a heroin addict and 
some of her circle of friends were also at 
the same premises. The community pro¬ 
gramme was replaced with a drug treat¬ 
ment and rehabilitation order for a year 
which remains in place.

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


There was great news for 
Welshpool this week with Powys 
County Council finally giving 
the green light for developers to 
start work on the town’s new Aldi 
store in Mill Lane. 

Ever since the development 
of the area, which saw a new 
Tesco superstore and the build¬ 
ing of The Smithfield Bell by 
Marstons, the site has been an 
eyesore with mounds of earth 
and rubble attracting criticism 
from nearby residents and visi¬ 
tors to the town. This week fears 
were allayed that the planning 
application would go the same 
way as the one from Lidl did 
last year when Powys County 
Council said “yes” with devel¬ 
opers immediately moving in to 
clear up the site - though why 
they didn’t do that previously re¬ 
mains a mystery. Judging by the 
response on social media sites 
there is a genuine demand for 
Aldi in the area and whether you 
choose to shop there or not the 
opening can only be good for the 
town, with more people attract¬ 
ed in and more employment op¬ 
portunities. 

The arrival reflects the gen¬ 
eral “feel good” atmosphere in 
Welshpool. We may be experi¬ 
encing the most unstable period 
for decades following the Brexit 
vote but it seems to have passed 
Welshpool by - with barely an 
empty shop to be seen. 

On the subject of Brexit I was 
impressed to see Oswestry 
Show chairman Malcolm Rob¬ 
erts being so positive about 
the future of farming in the area 
this week. Mr Roberts said the 
vote provided the ideal time to 
promote British produce and to 
encourage people to eat British 
food. Mr Roberts, who is the 
regional chairman of the West 
Midlands NFU and an Oswestry 
farmer, said British agriculture 
was at a crossroads and called 
on the Government to work with 
farmers to create a British Agri¬ 
cultural Policy in the wake of the 
vote to leave. 

He said there were opportuni¬ 
ties to sell more British produce 
and he told consumers that buy¬ 
ing British was more important 
than ever. And as the perfect ex¬ 
ample Oswestry Show’s catering 
contracts on August 6 have gone 
to local companies and those 
who source local produce. 

News that Powys County 
Council’s website has been cited 
for good practice in the national 
Better Connected annual report 
by some obscure body called 
SOCITM came as quite a shock 
to me this week. 

Personally I find the coun¬ 
cil’s website offering one of the 
most confusing I have encoun¬ 
tered and nowhere near as us¬ 
er-friendly as many other local 
authority web sites and that in¬ 
cludes Shropshire Council’s site. 
Try delving for details of a plan¬ 
ning application and you’ll soon 
know just what I mean.

Praying for rain in the 
summer of all summers 


TOBY NEAL looks back to 
the summer of 1976, when 
the heat was well and 
truly on for the county 

HERE’S the weather forecast 
- and we warn you, you’re not 
going to like it. 

Today will be hot, dry, and sunny. 
Tomorrow will be hot, dry, and sun¬ 
ny. The day after will be hot, dry, and 
... well, you get the idea. 

This was how things were 40 years ago, 
when Britain was enjoying a summer of 
all summers, a summer that has lasted 
long in the memory and smashed records. 

And believe it or not, people got tired 
of it. In the end Britons were praying 
for rain. Road surfaces melted, and rail¬ 
way lines buckled. The countryside was 
brown and parched. 

Shropshire’s firefighters were worked 
off their feet with record numbers of 
calls as grassland and heathland burst 
into flame. They fought along with sol¬ 
diers for days at Haughmond Hill, one 
of Shropshire’s beauty spots, which was 
devastated, with over 150,000 trees de¬ 
stroyed and flames 50ft high. 

There were hosepipe bans, and Shrop¬ 
shire was given permission to mobilise 
Green Goddess fire engines held in a stra¬ 
tegic store in case of nuclear war. 

In Mid Wales, the big drought brought 
back memories for people in the small 
village of Staylittle, in the hills between 
Llanidloes and Llanbrynmair. With the 
11,000-million gallon capacity Clywedog 
reservoir at its lowest level, remains of 
hillside farms submerged nine years pre¬ 
viously when the massive reservoir was 
created, had reappeared. 

Similarly at Lake Vyrnwy remains of 
the houses and roads of the village that 
was flooded when the lake was created 
emerged as the water receded.

Gardeners were urged to let flowers 
die, and to use bath water to water 
trees and bushes. There were warnings 
sports grounds were turning into dust 
bowls - at the Bucks Head, only the 
newly-sown centre circle was watered. 

The heat was on and queues formed 
at Market Drayton swimming baths. 

On the first weekend of the heatwave 
people paddled and swam in rivers, 
pools, reservoirs and quarries, bring¬ 
ing tragedy, with three drownings in 
Shropshire. 

There was a toll in the workplace. 
At the end of June over 3,000 workers 
at COD Donnington were sent home 
because of the heat, as well as over 
100 machinists at Silhouette’s Market 
Drayton factory, where firefighters 
pumped water on to the roof to try to 
keep it cool. 

With unprecedented demand for 


water, a hosepipe ban for Shropshire 
and Mid Wales was announced on July 
3. Crisis meetings were held at Down¬ 
ing Street and ultimately the Gov¬ 
ernment went so far as appointing a 
drought minister. It did the trick. Not 
long after Denis Howell, the sports min¬ 
ister, was appointed to his new role, it 
started to pour, at last bringing an end 
to the glorious weather and easing the 
drought which came with it. 

On the meteorological front line back 
then was well-known Lilleshall weath¬ 
erman John Warner, whose readings 
during those days closely charted the 
impact on Shropshire. 

“I seem to remember thinking that 
this can’t go on,” he said. 

“We had temperatures of 30C (86F) 
or more for 11 consecutive days in 
Shropshire, which hasn’t happened 


Here are some of his figures which un¬ 
derline just how hot and dry it was for 
those 1970s Salopians. “The rainfall in 
June 1976 was 23mm, less than an inch 
- that was my reading at Lilleshall. In 
July it was only 15mm, and in August it 
was 15.7mm, so we had three months in 
which it was well below average. Then 
in September we had a whacking, with 
158.6mm, which is over six inches in old 
money. Most of that fell in the second 
half of the month.” 

As for the heat in this heatwave, look¬ 
ing through his records he marked June 
26 as the hottest June day on record at 
28C, but had to update only three days 
later when that record was smashed, 
with 31C on June 29. 

“Then it went on getting hotter. On 
July 3 it was 33C (91F),” he said. 

This was the period of an 11-day un¬ 
broken heatwave of 30C-plus tempera¬ 
tures, with the July 3 figure being the 
hottest of all. 

For peak heat, we’ve beaten that 
since in Shropshire - the 97F (36C) on 
August 3,1990, was the county’s hottest 
day since records began in 1903 - but in 
terms of consistently high temperatures 
and sunny days, Shropshire has never 
seen the like since 1976. 

While Shropshire had it hot, some had 
it even hotter - the south east had highs 
of 32C for 15 consecutive days. 

And if you think June 2016 was a bit 
wet in comparison, you’d be right. 

“We’ve had over 100mm of rain, which 
is a lot for June,” said Mr Warner, who 
still has his weather station today. 

But let’s relive the beginnings of that 
1976 heatwave. On June 23 that year 
daytime temperatures reached 90F in 
Marham, Norfolk, although Shropshire 
was lagging behind at just 77F. Then, 
next day, thermometers in Shropshire 
were hovering around the 80F mark and 
there was 15 hours of sunshine. 

Oh, and another thing. If we haven’t 
already made you jealous about that 
great summer, petrol was 80p a gallon. 
That’s about 18p per litre. 



WORKING 
FOR YOU 


It’s a very important week 
in the Government’s plans to 
provide a secure, affordable, 
low-carbon energy supply into 
the future. New nuclear power is 
a key part of the Government’s 
plans. This week, the cross-par¬ 
ty Welsh Affairs Committee pub¬ 
lished the report of its inquiry 
into nuclear power in Wales. 
And more significantly, we also 
expect an announcement from 
French energy company, EDF 
that a final decision has been 
taken to build a massive new 
nuclear power station at Hinck¬ 
ley Point in Somerset. Other new 
plants at Moorside in Cumbria 
and at Wylfa on Ynys Mon are 
also moving ahead quickly. 

Many constituents have writ¬ 
ten to me asking for develop¬ 
ment of Hinckley Point C to be 
scrapped. This would be very 
difficult. For the UK to withdraw 
from agreements it has signed 
up to with the French energy 
company, EDF and the French 
Government would seem to me 
to be an unthinkable breach of 
faith with our good friend and 
neighbour, France, which has 
already invested billions into the 
project. I am no great enthusiast 
for the Hinckley Point C nuclear 
power station. It’s a huge invest¬ 
ment. But it would make an im¬ 
portant carbon-free contribution 
to Britain’s ‘base load’ energy 
needs. It involves the construc¬ 
tion of two EPR reactors with a 
combined output of 3,200MWh. 
To understand why the UK can¬ 
not just walk away, we need to 
look at the background. 

The last nuclear power sta¬ 
tion to be given the go-ahead in 
the UK was in 1987. Since then 
consecutive Governments have 
failed to face down anti-nuclear 
protest, and British nuclear ex¬ 
pertise was lost. So when the 
Liberal Democrat-Conservative 
Coalition decided in 2010 to 
go forward with eight new nu¬ 
clear power stations, it had to 
look overseas for the expertise 
needed to build them. The Japa¬ 
nese are leading the only Welsh- 
based new build at Wylfa B on 
Ynys Mon, and the French com¬ 
pany EDF, largely owned by the 
French Government, is building 
Hinckley Point C, with significant 
financial input from the Chinese. 
The UK’s involvement is through 
a guarantee (the strike price) that 
it will pay £92.50MWh for 35 
years. On the basis of this agree¬ 
ment, EDF and the French Gov¬ 
ernment have carried on prepar¬ 
ing to build Hinckley Point C, at 
great cost. It would cause huge 
damage to the UK’s reputation 
and to future investor confidence 
when dealing with the UK Gov¬ 
ernment if we were to walk away 
now.lt’s why I cannot agree with 
those who have written to me, 
demanding that the Government 
tears up the agreements previ¬ 
ous British governments have 
made.

Inquest hears tributes 
to backpacker Harry

THE family of backpacker Harry 
Greaves, who was found dead 
after not returning from a solo 
three-day hike in the Peruvian 
Andes, said their son was a “rare 
spirit and a shining light”. 

Emotional tributes were paid to 
Harry at his inquest on Tuesday. 

Shropshire coroner John Ellery con¬ 
cluded his death was accidental after hear¬ 
ing his body was found at the bottom of a 
40-metre cliff. He was found on April 19, 12 
days after he was last seen alive when he 
set out on a mountain hike alone, two days 
before his 29th birthday. 

During the hearing, Harry’s father 
Simon Greaves read out a touching eulogy 
about his son, where he described him as 
an “inspiration” who was truly loved by his 
family and by others, and that it had only 
become apparent after his death how loved 
he was by others. 

“He seems to have touched lives wher¬ 
ever he went,” he said. “Through hundreds 
of cards and messages of condolence, it was 
evident people responded to his friendly, 
helpful nature, his ability to listen, his 
thoughtful words, his happy disposition 
and his booming laugh. Some said he was 
an old soul and he was certainly mature 
and wise, his was a spiritual nature and 
he asked philosophical questions even as a 
child. Harry set himself exacting standards 
professionally and in all areas of life; he 
wanted to push himself to the limit. Dying 
on, or near, his 29th birthday, he left us far 
too young. 

“He was a rare spirit and shining light; a 
lovely human being of whom we can all be 
proud.” Harry, a furniture maker of Nor¬ 
man Road in Wrexham and previously of 
Bronygarth, near Oswestry, had flown out 
to Peru on February 20, where he had trav¬ 
elled to visit friends.

ONE lucky overseas competitor at 
this year’s Llangollen International 
Musical Eisteddfod stands to bene¬ 
fit from an all-expenses paid English 
course courtesy of the town’s new¬ 
ly-relaunched language school.

Passengers 'trapped' 
by bus firm collapse

A VALLEY on the Shropshire bor¬ 
der has been left without a bus 
service in the wake of the col¬ 
lapse of the GHA company. 

Those without their own cars in the 
Ceiriog Valley, near Chirk, have been 
left stranded more than a week after 
the bus company went into adminis¬ 
tration. 

Other bus companies have stepped in to 
run many of the routes across Shropshire 
and mid and north Wales. 

But the daily bus service from Chirk to 
Glyn Ceiriog has, as yet, not been saved. 

Villager Jools Payne said she knew of 
many people for whom the bus was their 
only means of transport. She said: “I feel 
so sorry for the GHA staff who have lost 
their jobs. 

“The loss of the bus service in the Ceiriog 
Valley is causing a great many problems for 
a lot of people - those trying to get back and 
to work and those who depend on the bus 
to travel through the valley to shop and to 
visit the towns. 

“There are a lot of people, including the 
young and the old, who depend on the bus 
service.” 

Welsh Assembly minister Ken Skates 
said: “People in some of Clwyd South’s 
most rural and isolated areas, places like 
Glyn Ceiriog and Penley, have been se¬ 
verely affected, and that is something that 
the council needs to address urgently. Some 
of my constituents are effectively trapped 
until alternatives are provided.” 

Wrexham County Borough Council said 
it was working with bus companies and 
neighbouring authorities in a bid to get im¬ 
portant bus services back into areas.

TRAIN passengers across the re¬ 
gion faced delays after a suspected 
Second World War mortar bomb 
training device was found close to a 
railway line. 

Homes were evacuated after the 
device was found near the line and a 
bomb squad had to be scrambled to 
the scene on Monday. 


North Wales Police said it received 
a call at 10.46am that a suspected 
mortar bomb had been found in a 
garden at Ruabon. 

Michael McGivern, spokesman for 
North Wales Police, said: “A 100- 
metre cordon was put in place and 
a number of residents were evacu¬ 
ated.” He said it didn’t take the team 


long to identify the suspected bomb 
as a mortar training device, although 
the line remained closed between 
Wrexham General and Shrewsbury 
with delays lasting well into the af¬ 
ternoon. Earlier on Monday, com¬ 
muters including those in Gobowen 
were hit by delays from 6.30am after 
a signal fault at Chester.

Children taught 
about abuse signs 

CHILDREN at every local authori¬ 
ty primary school across Shropshire 
have been taught about spotting the 
signs of abuse in a scheme by a na¬ 
tional charity. 

Pupils at schools across Shropshire 
and Telford & Wrekin took part in 
the Speak Out, Stay Safe project, 
which teaches youngsters about sex¬ 
ual, emotional and physical abuse and 
how they can report it. 

The scheme, which is run by the 
NSPCC and supported by volunteers, 
has conducted 312 school visits since 
2012. 

More than 12,000 primary school 
children across Shropshire schools 
have taken part in workshops and 
assemblies detailing abuse, neglect 
and bullying, with more than 9,500 
involved in Telford. 

Kate Warner, the NSPCC schools 
service area co-ordinator for Shrop¬ 
shire, said: “Reaching all of the 
primary schools in Shropshire is a fan¬ 
tastic achievement and could not be 
done without the volunteers’ dedica¬ 
tion and enthusiasm for the service.”

App to help 
tackle noisy

Using the app doesn’t replace noise 
monitoring visits by council officers to 
determine whether a statutory noise 
nuisance exists but it makes it easier 
for residents to provide evidence to 
support their allegations. 

Councillor John Powell, cabinet 
member for environmental protec¬ 
tion, welcomed the move, saying: “We 
are committed to using new tech¬ 
nology to benefit local residents and 
hopefully make things easier for them 
to contact us.”

Run goes ‘smoothly’ 



The convoy sparked interest among residents 



WIND farm developers say the first 
transportation of huge turbine parts 
through the Oswestry and Welsh¬ 
pool area went smoothly. 

The first transportation was staged on 
Monday and signalled the start of six- 
day-a-week convoys through the area un¬ 
til the middle of September. 

Monday’s first run saw just one vehicle - 
rather than two - carrying two hubs for the 
turbines along the A483 to take the parts to 
the Tirgwynt wind farm site between Carno 
and Cefn Coch in Mid Wales. 

According to bosses at energy firm Awel 
Newydd Cyf, developers of Tirgwynt wind 
farm, the convoys will consist of two vehicles 
going forwards, with the aim of increasing to a 
maximum of three vehicles in a bid to shorten 
the delivery period. 

The convoy made its way from Wrexham 
through to Oswestry, Pant, Llanymynech and

Welshpool, before it travelled along the A458 
and B4385 to the site entrance just beyond 
Cefn Coch. 

Awel Newydd Cyf has pledged to update peo¬ 
ple on their journeys via their website. 

Pete Thomas, construction manager for the 
firm, said: “We are very pleased that the first 
convoy passed through Pant and Welshpool 
smoothly and without incident, proving that 
our detailed preparation work has been effec¬ 
tive. 

“Whilst it will be difficult to predict what 
time the convoys will reach key points on the 
route each day due to varying traffic conditions 
along the way, we will be keeping our website 
updated with the latest information and sug¬ 
gest that people who are concerned check this 
for the latest updates at www.tirgwyntwind- 
farmclg.co.uk” 

Last month a trial run of the journey com¬ 
prising two of the giant turbine lorries, with a 


police escort, took place in order for the firm to 
iron out any problems that could arise. 

Monday’s run sparked a difference in opin¬ 
ions from residents, with many stating renew¬ 
able energy is needed, while others saying it 
would have an impact on tourism in the area as 
deliveries are taking place during the summer 
holidays. 

Marl Vickers, 75, from Llanymynech, waited 
to take some pictures of the convoy. 

He said: “The thing is we all need electricity, 
that’s the way it is. 

“Of course I have great sympathy for those 
who will encounter this on their doorsteps but 
we need electricity, that’s the fact of the mat¬ 
ter.” 

Paul Whittingham, 55, from Brynyddol in 
Welshpool, said the energy turbines produce 
outweighs the delays on the area’s roads. 

He said: “We need clean, renewable energy, 
and unfortunately this is the only way. 

“In the grand scheme of things, it’s two 
months of disruption, and we have people com¬ 


plaining about coal and oil, surely this would 
cut back on that. 

“We’ve depleted the earth enough as it is, 
there are traffic jams without these deliveries.” 

Some residents however, believed the devel¬ 
opers had chosen the wrong time of the year to 
transport the components. 

Peta Elliot-Mills, 68, from Llanymynech, 
said: “Why is this happening this time of the 
year? 

“Right as the school holidays have started. 
That makes no sense to me. 

“The roads are busy this time of year any¬ 
way without these deliveries. 

“ I think more consideration from the devel¬ 
opers should have been taken.” 

Monday’s run also prompted fresh calls from 
villagers in Pant and Llanymynech for a bypass 
to be built around their villages. 

Villagers said the regular convoys along the 
A483 would impact upon the roads in the vil¬ 
lages throughout the summer and the best an¬ 
swer would be a bypass. 


The villagers have been campaigning for 
more than 30 years for a bypass over increas¬ 
ing worries about safety and the environmen¬ 
tal impact heavy traffic is having on residents. 

Talks are ongoing between transport bosses 
in Wales and in England to find a way forward. 

Cross-border talks between ministers were 
promised in June in an attempt to get the 
Pant/Llanymynech bypass back on track. 

A bypass came close to being built in 2001 
when it was included in the Government’s 10- 
year plan for transport. 

But just five years later the scheme was put 
on hold. 

Government transport minister Andrew 
Jones visited both Pant and Llanymynech in 
June to see for himself the problems caused 
by the major trunk road going through the 
villages. 

He also listened to villagers to find out why 
they felt a bypass to take traffic out of the vil¬ 
lages was so badly needed. The visit was organ¬ 
ised by North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson.

Number of 
single first-time 
buyers halves 

The proportion of single first-time buyers 
getting on the property ladder in England 
has halved over the last 20 years as surging 
property prices have meant it may take two 
salaries to buy a home. 

Figures from the English Housing Survey 
showed the proportion of first-time buyers that 
were single households halved from 29% in 
1994/95 to 14% in 2014/15. This means 86% of 
first-time buyer households now contain two 
or more people. Around four in five (80%) first¬ 
time buyers are couple households - a marked 
increase since 1994/95 when the proportion was 
less than two-thirds (63%). 

The report said: “This may be due to an 
increasing need for two incomes to be able 
to buy.” Among first-time buying couples, the 
numbers with dependent children have increased 
over the period from 20% to 31%. 

People are also getting on the property ladder 
later in life. The average age of first-time buyers 
increased from 30 to 33 over the past 20 years. 

Between 1994/95 and 2014/15, the proportion 
of first-time buyers aged 35-44 years has 
increased from 11% to 20%. 

As well as increasingly clubbing together to buy 
a home, more first-time buyers are also relying on 
friends and family or an inheritance to help them 
onto the property ladder. 

Between 1994/95 and 2014/15, there was an 
increase in the proportion of first-time buyers 
who had help from friends and family from 21% to 
27% and an upswing in those who used inherited 
money for their deposit from 3% to 10%. 

Office for National Statistics (ONS) figures 
released this week show the average price of 
a UK home surged by £16,000 over the year to 
May, to reach £211,000. 

But with the economic uncertainty following 
the vote to leave the EU, several housing market 
experts have said they expect house price growth 
and sales to cool down over the second half of 
this year. Mortgage rates are generally expected 
to remain low, although it has been suggested 
following the referendum vote that some people 
may find it harder to get a mortgage deal. 

The Department for Communities and Local 
Government (DCLG) highlighted figures in the 
English Housing Survey showing the number 
of people owning their own home had stopped 
reducing for the first time since 2003 with 14 
million owner occupiers across the country last 
year. Some 80% of households that applied were 
given a mortgage. 

The DCLG said Help to Buy schemes continued 
to benefit first-time buyers overwhelmingly, with 
118,000 households having bought their first 
home thanks to the scheme. 

More than 52,500 people had also purchased 
their home through Right to Buy since the 
scheme was reinvigorated in 2012 - equating to 
over 1,000 households a month. 

Housing minister Gavin Barwell said: “We 
are determined to ensure that anyone who 
works hard and aspires to own their own home 
has the opportunity to do so. Since 2010 over 
300,000 households have been helped into 
home ownership through Government-backed 
schemes.” 


Price of property on the 
market sees a 0.9% fall 



The price of property coming onto 
the market in England and Wales 
has fallen by 0.9% or £2,647 with 
momentum continuing due to a 
supply shortage, according to the 
latest asking price report. 

Activity is within usual expectations for 
the run-up to the summer holiday season 
and buyer demand in the two weeks since 
the European Union referendum result is 
consistent with 2014 although down on 
2015. 

The monthly report from property portal 
Rightmove points out that the same period 
in 2015 benefited substantially from a 
post general election boost so enquiries 
this year are down 16% compared to that 
period. 

It adds that as 2014 was not distorted 
by the election it is a better basis for 
comparison, and buyer enquiries are at the 
same level as the like for like two weeks 
in 2014. Since 2010 the month of July has 
recorded average price falls of 0.4%. 

The Rightmove data shows that in the 
West Midlands month on month prices 
were down 1.6% to £200,129 and still up by 
3.6% year on year. 

According to Rightmove, most agents 
report market momentum continuing due 
to shortage of suitable property for sale, 
buyers fearful of missing out on scarce 
choice, and affordability and availability of 
low mortgage rates. 

Sellers seem undeterred as compared to 
the same period last year, the two weeks 
pre-referendum saw the number of new 
properties coming to market down by 8%, 
and the two weeks post referendum saw 
them up by 6%. 


Overall the figures covering the last four 
weeks, two weeks before and two weeks 
after the referendum, give an early but 
reassuring view into the short term effect 
of the political turmoil surrounding the vote 
and the decision to leave the EU. 

Rightmove reports that although many 
estate agents report that business is now 
returning to the previous norm following the 
surprise referendum result, it believes that 
it is too early to draw any medium or long 
term conclusions. 

“As far as the price of property coming 
to market is concerned, the fall of 0.9% is 
within the range that we have seen at this 
time of year since 2010. With the onset of 
the summer holiday season new sellers 


typically price more conservatively and the 
average drop in the month of July is 0.4% 
over the last six years,” said Miles Shipside, 
Rightmove director and housing market 
analyst. 

“Perhaps unsurprisingly this July’s fall is 
marginally larger, as political turbulence 
has a track record of unsettling sentiment. 
Indeed last year saw a seasonally unusual 
0.1% fall in the run up to the May election, 
and a June and July price surge as a result 
of the post-election boost. Average new 
seller asking prices were up by 3.1% over 
that two month period,” he added. 

The data also shows that with available 
property for sale per estate agency branch 
16% lower in 2016 compared to 2014, 


enquiries per property remain remarkably 
resilient. 

Market conditions change from year to 
year, although one commonality between 
2014 and 2015 is that transactions ended 
up virtually identical according to HMRC, 
a post-credit-crunch record of 1.1 million 
each year in England and Wales. 

Then 2015 saw a quieter first half of the 
year followed by a very strong second half 
due to the election effect. 

The opposite is likely to be true this year, 
with a very active first five months of 2016 
showing HMRC transaction numbers 
18.2% ahead of the same period in 2015, 
assisted by the additional momentum from 
the first quarter buy to let surge. 


Gross mortgage lending reaches £20.7 billion 



Gross mortgage lending in the UK reached £20.7 
billion in June, some 16% higher than May’s 
lending total of £17.8 billion, and 3% higher than 
the £20.1 billion lent in June last year. 

The data from the Council of Mortgage Lenders 
(CML) shows that this is the highest June figure in 
eight years when gross lending reached £22.6 billion 
in 2008. 

Gross mortgage lending for the second quarter of 
2016 was therefore an estimated £56.1 billion but this 
is 10% lower than the first quarter of this year, but 8% 
higher than the second quarter of 2015. 

“The result of the European Union referendum is 
likely to affect the housing market, but there remains 
considerable uncertainty,” said CML senior economist 
Mohammad Jamei. 

“Although mortgage firms have ample lending 
capacity, activity levels are likely to bear the brunt of 
any market adjustment over the next six months or 
so, as buyers and sellers wait to get a clearer idea of 
where we might be headed,” he explained. 

“But as with the economy, the UK housing market’s 
starting position is relatively favourable, with 
transactions having increased by almost 80% from 
post-crisis lows. Over the next six months, activity is 
likely to soften modestly, while lending will be driven 
more by remortgaging and less by house purchases,” 
he added. 

“We also expect some form of monetary easing to 
be undertaken by the Monetary Policy Committee 
when it meets on 04 August, given the uncertain 
outlook that has set in after the vote result.” 

According to John Goodall, chief executive officer of 


peer to peer platform Landbay, this spike in mortgage 
lending levels in June suggests both home buyers 
and sellers refused to sit on their hands in the run up 
to the EU referendum result. 

“The market has been something of a rollercoaster 
ride since the Stamp Duty stampede at the start of 
2016, but while the mortgage market continues to 
find its new normal, its foundations continue to show 
strength,” he said. 

“We’re yet to see the long term effects of the Brexit 
vote on market activity, but it’s clear that the UK’s 


housing shortage will remain the pivotal issue in 
defining the future health of the sector. Theresa May 
has made her political intentions clear for further 
housebuilding pledges, but must recognise the vital 
importance of the private rented sector in the housing 
mix. 

“Even with a radical programme to combat housing 
shortages, supply has a mountain to climb before it 
catches up with demand, so even a moderate house 
price correction would do little to hamper the UK’s 
reliance on the buoyant buy to let market.” 
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The bird with brains that 
can ruffle a few feathers 


USUALLY upon the mention of 
the word ‘corvid’ you’ll either be 
met with scowls of angry scorn 
from gamekeepers and the like or 
a similar facial expression from 
the keen garden bird watcher. 

No, crows and their kin are not pop¬ 
ular and for obvious reasons. Prying 
chicks and eggs from the nests of our 
favourite tit and finch species is not 
exactly the best way to garner support 
for themselves. 

But many people forget that these rather 
intriguing birds are of course vital members 
of the natural ecosystem and have their own 
rather cute chicks to feed in the process. 

What’s more, the skill and cunning in¬ 
volved in hunting down and seeking out 
said nests (hidden, disguised and inaccessi¬ 
ble), is quite remarkable. 

The corvids are often remarked upon for 
their intelligence and some of the species 
are famed thieves. 

The magpie is generally regarded as the 
most scheming of these but spare a thought 
for the smallest, one may say unassuming, 
member of the clan - the jackdaw. 

I was recently walking past a field hous¬ 
ing several donkeys. It was shortly before 
our little ‘heatwave’ and their long coats 
were still in place (they’ve since been 
shorn). 

On several of the donkeys’ backs were 
perched a jackdaw or two. I assumed they 
were acting like oxpeckers or tickbirds, 
feeding off any flies and parasites drawn to 
the animals, but instead their quarry was 
even easier to acquire. They were after nest 
lining and were systematically stripping the 
donkeys of their long coat before the owners 
could do the same.

I often think of jackdaws as being more 
adaptable than crows, magpies, ravens, 
rooks and jays as they are often sighted 
more in our town centres and gardens than 
the latter, but that may just be my expe¬ 
rience. 

Jackdaws are known as colonial cavity 
nesters and, again as if to advertise their 
adaptability, they will use anything from a 
hole in a tree to a chimney. 

If, like me, you enjoy the sight of jack¬ 
daws, then you can encourage them to nest 
within your garden by putting up a tawny 
owl box. 

Forage 

Their feeding habits are varied and al¬ 
though they can forage alone, they prefer to 
do so in pairs, often whereby the first bird 
has encouraged the other to tag along due 
to a known food source. A group of jackdaws 
is known as a clattering but be careful, they 
are known to join flocks of crows and rooks, 
so the gathering you’re seeing may not be 
entirely jackdaw-ian. 

Social they may be in their feeding hab¬ 
its, which by the way is made up far more 
from scavenged eggs, carrion, fruit, worms, 
snails, insects and seeds than it is baby 
birds, but their romances are far more 
touching. 

Jackdaws form strong pair bonds with 
their mates and are renowned for their 
devotion towards each other. Even if they 
suffer from a few years of unsuccessful 
breeding, they still stay together. Only we

seem to castigate jackdaws as garden bird 
killers and gamekeeper’s vermin, for in re¬ 
ality they are birds of commitment, commu¬ 
nity and intelligence. 

But a word of caution on that last point - 


a gang of thieves once trained a jackdaw to 
snatch bills from cash machines as people 
took out their savings. It seems the donkeys 
aren’t the only ones losing out.

Rise in crime 
'means victims 
coming forward' 

THE chief constable of West Mercia Police says he is “en¬ 
couraged” by figures which show recorded crimes are on 
the up in the force area - because it is a sign more people 
are coming forward to report them. 

New figures published by the force - which covers Shrop¬ 
shire - show the number of recorded crimes has risen 20 
per cent in the last year. 

There were 72,637 crimes logged in West Mercia in the 
12 months up to the end of March this year, up significantly 
on the 60,673 reported in the 12 months before it. 

The figures were released at the same time as the na¬ 
tional Crime Survey for England and Wales, which inter¬ 
viewed people about their perceptions of crime. 

The survey, compiled by the Office for National Statis¬ 
tics, painted a different picture and said crime nationally 
had fallen by six per cent in the past year. 

David Shaw, chief constable for West Mercia Police, said: 
“I can understand why two sets of crime figures can cause 
confusion. 

“The figures published by West Mercia Police reflect the 
total level of crime that is actually reported to us. 

“That shows an increase over the last year. 

“The figures released as part of the Crime Survey for 
England and Wales reflect people’s experience of crime. 

“It is widely considered to be a more reliable source of 
information because it also captures incidents that people 
have chosen not to report to us. The survey shows there has 
actually been a decrease of six per cent. 

“As Chief Constable it’s essential that we fully under¬ 
stand the true nature of crime and are responding as best 
we can to all offences. 

“But we also recognise there are a number of trends 
which have been emerging which may explain some of the 
disparities between these two sets of figures. 

“For instance, we are clear that a higher proportion of 
victims of sexual crime, domestic violence and hate crime 
are now coming forward. It may sound strange to say this 
because this leads to an increase in recorded crime, but 
I am encouraged that more people are coming forward 
because we can then investigate their crime and support 
them. 

“Another example is that officers are even more acutely 
aware of issues of vulnerability concerning children, the 
elderly and people with disabilities. Through enhanced 
training, closer working with partners and an increased 
focus on vulnerability we are identifying and investigating 
more of these offences.

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30 Gardening 


Secret dens 
and sandpits 
will add new 
dimension 

As the summer holidays begin, 
HANNAH STEPHENSON looks at 
installing fun play items to encour¬ 
age your children into the garden, 
from secret dens to sandpits, and 
looks at plants to avoid if you 
have young children. 



SO you’ve bought them the junior gardening gloves, 
mini-forks and little wheelbarrows to get your kids in 
the mood for gardening - but when all the planting’s 
done, what’s next? 

Well, other enticements might include a den, tucked 
away from the adults, preferably in a shady part of the 
garden that will not suffer 
from high use with little ones [ 
coming in and out all the time. 

To do it quickly, establish 
some shelter and fast-grow¬ 
ing cover using plants such 
as willows. For an improvised 
hideaway, create a simple tee¬ 
pee from willow canes pushed 
in the ground in a circle and I 
tied together at the top. If I 
you want something prettier f 
for next year, plant climbers 
such as clematis to climb up 
the canes in spring to provide l 
flower cover. 

A treehouse may be the ultimate den, but it can be 
costly and complicated to erect if you’re not a natural 
DIY-er, so you may be better off letting kids make their 
own den. 

Leave a wild area for them to roam around in, pref¬ 
erably towards the back of the garden, but where you 
can keep an eye on them, providing a variety of twiggy 
sticks, plants and wood and let their imagination run 
wild. They can make their own camps using old cur¬ 
tains, old sheets, blankets and pegs. 

Sandpits provide young children with hours of fun, 
whether you buy a plastic one with a lid on it or a more 
permanent fixture made from a circle of logs set verti¬ 
cally into the ground or from a cleaned-up tractor or 
lorry tyre. 

Use sand that is sold specifically for playpits, as it 
is non-toxic and won’t harm children, animals, lawns 
or borders if accidentally spilt. Public play areas and 
sandpits with high use tend to replace the sand annu¬ 
ally, but it is not always necessary to do this if you keep 
the pit covered when not in use. 

It’s worth drying it out regularly, though, as bacteria 
and other bugs can breed in sand that is continually 
I wet. 

Create a wildlife garden for 
I kids. Planting should ideally 
be done in the spring when 
you can sow a wildflower 
meadow and feature a good 
variety of plants including 
shrubs, hedges and trees as 
well as winter berries. Cre¬ 
ate a bed featuring wildflow- 
ers which will grow on poor 
soils, including meadow clary 
(Salvia pratensis) and red 
campion (Silene dioica) along 
with nectar-rich open-centred 
flowers including poppies, cat¬ 
mint, sedums and herbs such as lavender, mint and 
thyme. 

Help the kids make an insect house using old pieces 
of bamboo cane inserted into a small wooden frame 
or terracotta pot, and put out bird feeders and baths, 
nesting boxes and hedgehog and insect houses in this 
new wildlife space while the kids make a log pile in 
which insects and mammals can shelter. Treat them to 
a wildlife identification guide, so they can tell you what 
they’ve seen and a pair of binoculars for a better view. 

As play is likely to be at the top of a young fami¬ 
ly’s agenda, play equipment such as swings and slides 
could be situated in their own area or integrated into 
the garden. 

If you are creating an area for the children, there are 
many plants to avoid because they are either poison¬ 
ous or irritate the skin.

BEST OF THE BUNCH - Escallonia 

THIS compact, dense, evergreen shrub from South 
America is thickly clothed in aromatic, small, highly 
polished deep green leaves, topped by clusters of pink¬ 
ish-white flowers in summer. 

It’s perfect for coastal gardens or as an addition to 
cottage and Mediterranean gardens and is a popular 
choice for a hedge or windbreak. E. ‘Apple Blossom’ is 
among the favourites, growing to 2.5m high and wide 
in a sunny spot in sheltered or exposed position. Once 
established it has excellent drought tolerance and re¬ 
quires minimum pruning. If it grows leggy, cut it back 
hard in spring which will promote growth.

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT - 
Melons 

MELONS like to be warm and well-watered so 
do better in greenhouses here as they’re ex¬ 
tremely sensitive to cold and wet. 

Sow seeds individually in 8cm pots in a heated 
propagator at 16-18C or on a warm windowsill 
indoors in April, pot on as necessary, staking 
with a cane and tying the plants in with soft 
twine. Keep the plants at 16C until the weather 
warms up and in mid to late spring plant them 
into large pots, soil borders or a grow bag in the 
greenhouse. 

If you’re growing them outdoors, move them 
outside in early summer in a warm, sunny, shel¬ 
tered spot in well-drained, humus-rich soil and 
cover them with a cloche or cold frame. You need 
to pollinate those growing undercover by taking 
a soft artist’s brush and dabbing it into the cen¬ 
tre of all the wide open flowers in turn, to trans¬ 
fer pollen from the male flowers to the females. 

When fruits are gooseberry size, select the 
best four on each stem and remove all other 
flowers, fruit and leaves. If you are growing 


melon on a strong trellis, provide some support 
for the swelling fruit - a string bag or an old 
pair of tights supported from above will work. 
If you’re letting the plant sprawl on the ground, 
place a tile or a piece of glass under each fruit 
to prevent rotting. You’ll know when they are 
ready because of their sweet smell. 

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 

1. Save a few new potatoes to plant for a fresh 
crop at Christmas. 

2. Check over large-flowered varieties of dahlia 
and pinch out any weak shoots. 

3. Take cuttings of rock plants such as aubri- 
eta, thyme, phlox and dianthus. 

4. Buy freesia bulbs and pot them in succes¬ 
sion through August. 

5. Lift garlic bulbs, bunch loosely and hang in 
an airy place to dry. 

6. Mow the lawn regularly, raising the height 
of the cutting blades in very dry weather. 

7. Give roses a final feed of the year. 

8. Gather aromatic leaves and flowers to dry 
for pot pourri. 


Foliage: the framework 
of our floral daydreams

FOR the romantic minded gar¬ 
dener, orchestrating a concert of 
summer flowers in harmonious 
pastel shades or a riotous con¬ 
trast of fiery hues is the stuff that 
dreams are made of. 

Yet when we pick our way between 
rows of tempting offerings at the gar¬ 
den centre how many of us stop to con¬ 
sider foliage in our daydreams? 

The colour and shape of foliage is already 
setting the character and developing the 
background and framework of the garden. 
In many ways leaves are more important for 
the architecture of the garden then flowers. 
Hedges not only divide us from our neigh¬ 
bours but they are the canvas on which we 
as gardeners shape the mood of the garden. 
In larger gardens they subdivide the spaces 
within so that different areas can be ma¬ 
nipulated according to our whim and fancy. 
Trees give focal points and link the garden 
to the surrounding countryside and a well 
placed evergreen can hold our interest even 
in the depths of winter. Let us also not for¬ 
get the all important lawn. The sward can 
counterbalance the busiest border provid¬ 
ing welcome rest for the eye and senses. 

But within our borders we need a frame¬ 
work of foliage that will provide some 
weight and solidity and set off the flowers. 

Garden fashions come and go but the 
importance of foliage and flowers working 
together was best demonstrated by the late 
Christopher Lloyd at his garden, Great Dix- 
ter and in his book ‘The Mixed Border’. 

For a statement plant with purple foli¬ 
age there can be no better choice than Acer 
‘Bloodgood’ which has the darkest purple 
black foliage of all the acers. It needs to be 
kept out o the hottest sun and most drying 
winds or the leaves will crinkle. 

Cotinus coggygria ‘Royal Purple’ and 
Cotinus ‘Grace’ are never sombre and are 
two of my favourite purple leaved shrubs, 
which issue clouds of flowers that give a 
smoky effect. These flowers, like the rest 
of us grey with age but with the sun be¬ 
hind them they have few rivals. Charming 
combinations can be achieved by letting a 
contrasting clematis scramble through the 
branches. 

Purple foliage can be used to great advan¬ 
tage on walls and other structures and the 
best for this job is Vitis vinifera ‘Purpurea’ 
with typical vine shaped leaves which turn a 
bloomy purple. Once again why not choose 
a companion such as a rose, to get hauled 
aloft with the vine. 

Silver leaved plants have always proven 
popular especially with mediterranean style 
planting schemes. Indeed there was once a 
lady, Mrs Desmond Underwood, who grew 
nothing but at her nursery. Her book, ‘Grey 
and Silver Plants’ has sadly been long out 
of print but it is worth getting hold of if you 
can find it.

One of the best statement plants is the 
silver leaves weeping pear, Pyrus salicifo- 
lia ‘Pendula’ which if not over pruned bil¬ 
lows like a sail caught by the wind. Under 
planted with bright bulbs such as the au¬ 
tumn crocus or colchicums it is a fine sight. 

The giant artichoke, Cynara cardunculus 
has the largest leaves of all the silver foliage 
plants in the garden. In Victorian times the 
stems were balanced and eaten. 

Many herbs such a lavender have a silver 
colour to the foliage as does the catmint, 
Nepeta. Many silver foliage plants have 
evolved to survived an arid climate and 


so require sharp drainage. Silver foliage 
is wonderful in the evening as are white 
flowers especially against the deep greens 
of shrubs or the blackest evening shade. In 
full sun the impact on the eye can be di¬ 
luted. 

Gold however presents itself differently, 
it offers a warmth reminiscent of sunshine. 

Generally golden leaves plants dislike 
full sun so it is usually purple foliage that 
sets off hot colours. True gold can be hard 
to find and many of the best foliage plants 
have a touch of green. For my money Ca- 
talpa bignonioides ‘Aurea’ is amongst the 


best golden leaves plant for making a state¬ 
ment. Its new growth is purple but by the 
time the leaves reach their full size they are 
bright gold. It is not as vigorous as its pur¬ 
ple relative but can be pruned in spring to 
keep it a shrub rather then a tree. 

Gold is useful in shade especially on the 
ground where it can be as effective as a 
patch of true sunlight. I hope this has given 
you a taste for what can be explored as far 
as foliage colour is concerned. 

The real excitement is in planning and 
implementing colour combinations in your 
own garden.

Qashqai still SUV benchmark 


By Graham Breeze 

It’s little wonder that Nissan is 
spending big at its Sunderland 
plant to increase production of 
the Qashqai - the best-selling 
crossover in Europe. 

The company simply can’t keep pace 
with demand, despite producing a car every 
minute, and is busily developing a second 
production line to uncork supply to its Euro¬ 
pean customers. 

Nissan created the crossover segment 
when it unveiled the Qashqai back in 2006. 

Now 10 years on the competition is fierce 
with just about every motor manufacturer 
dipping a toe into the segment’s waters. But 
Qashqai remains the benchmark. 

The small SUV segment demands dy¬ 
namic styling, an exciting driving experi¬ 
ence and innovative technology and I would 
be hard pressed to say the Tenka DIG-T 163 
recently tested didn’t tick all those boxes in 
heavy ink. 

You will find cheaper alternatives, but you 



get what you pay for, and there are better 
looking options on the market. 

But when you take into account Qashqai’s 
practical and well designed interior, refine¬ 
ment, fuel economy and C02 emissions it’s 
easy to see why this Nissan is so popular in 
both the private and fleet markets. 

The 1.6 litre petrol on test impressed with 
combined fuel consumption of 47.1 mpg and 
C02 emission figures of 124g/km and was 
no slough either with a top speed of 124mph. 

On the road things can feel a little choppy 
on poorer surfaces with the 19” alloy wheels 
contributing to a firm ride, but once on the 
motorway this Nissan feels really at home 
and it’s easy to see why the accolades just 
keep coming for this award winner which is 
the perfect car for the UK market. 

Getting comfortable in the spacious cabin 
is no problem with all the steering wheel ad¬ 
justment that you need and ample space for 
three in the back. And with all cars in the SUV 
sector you get the benefit of a high seating 
position to ensure you can see where you 
are going - and where you have been. 

If safety influences your choice of pur¬ 
chase Nissan will score highly with the Qash¬ 
qai. The test model got all-round monitoring, 
blind spot warnings, moving object detec¬ 
tors and driver attention alerts. All impressive 
additions but a little annoying for my taste. 

The Tenka also benefitted from a smart 
vision pack which included an anti-dazzle 
rear view mirror, traffic sign recognition, high 
beam assist, lane departure warning, forward 
emergency braking and front and rear park¬ 
ing sensors. You also get ESR ABS, EBD and 
brake assist, hill start assist, an electric park¬ 
ing brake, chassis control, all-round airbags 
and tyre pressure monitoring and a choice of 
sport or normal steering systems.

The 7inch touchscreen system contains 
just about all the navigation and entertain¬ 
ment controls you need and there’s Blue¬ 
tooth and remote audio control to keep 
you in touch with the rest of the world. 

The cabin gets a leather trim treatment 
as does the steering wheel and gear knob 
and there’s rear privacy glass, body colour¬ 
ed bumpers and black honeycombed front 
grille to match the roof rails. 

You could put the test model on the road 


for £25,300 but when you added metallic 
paint and a panoramic glass sunroof the 
price went up to £26,250 

The bosses at Nissan could have had lit¬ 
tle idea of the fuss they would create when 
the first small family SUV rolled off the 
conveyor belt but if the Qashqai tested is 
a pointer they have certainly stayed ahead 
of the crossover game. 

Don’t choose a new SUV until you have 
looked at this model.

Rising star Keeling 
on top of the world

JUST three years ago Jamie Keel¬ 
ing knew nothing about Taekwondo. 
Now, he’s a world champion. 

It’s a rapid rise and for most probably 
an unimaginable feat. But for Oswestry’s 
Keeling, it was less of a dream and more of 
a goal - a realistic target. 

Just before Christmas, he landed the title of 
British TKD champion and then immediately set 
his targets firmly on a world crown. 

It was fair to say his focus was well and 
truly on the world showpiece and by the time 
the Taekwondo show hit Birmingham, Keeling 
was ready. His passion for for the sport has also 
spread into family life. 

The construction company manager’s partner, 
Helena Beck, also competed in the pattern class 
while seven months pregnant with their second 
child. And Beck’s daughter, Faye, also pulled on 
the whites for a taste of the highly-competitive 
event. 

Keeling took fourth place - from 50 competi¬ 
tors - in the patterns category at the Barclaycard 
Arena and suffered a first-round defeat in the 
individual middleweight class. 

But his golden moment arrived in the tag team 
sparring, where alongside Greg Harris and Xan- 
der Asghar, Keeling dismantled everything in his 
path. 

“I wanted to get a world championship title. 
That was my goal and my target,” said the 
29-year-old, who only got himself into the sport 
after watching an online video. 

“Not many of the 3,700 people there compet¬ 
ing had the privilege to walk away as a world 
champion and I’m very, very proud and grateful 
to the instructors and students for pushing me 
and helping me be the best I can be. I owe them 
everything.” 

Following his British Championship win, Keel¬ 
ing also claimed the North Wales and Wales titles 
as he stepped up his preparations for his shot at 
world glory. 

Heavy training with Master Ady Jones, a sixth 
degree black belt and multiple world champion, 
and fellow sixth dan and world champion Martin 
Williams put him on the right path. 

Keeling, who is also heavily into astronomy, 
was determined not to let disappointment of 
his first round exit in the individual sparring, 
despite coming up against an opponent he had 
beaten in Wales, put a dampener on his occasion. 

“I strongly believe that you either win or you 
learn,” said Keeling, who originally trained at 
Mold Sport Centre in Cheshire under the tutor¬ 
ship of Master Williams.
